Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,2

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.3

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Satellite Carrier Com-4

pulsory License Extension Act of 1993’’.5

SEC. 2. STATUTORY LICENSE FOR SATELLITE CARRIERS.6

SEC. 3. CABLE COMPULSORY LICENSE.18

Section 111(f) of title 17, United States Code, is19

amended in the paragraph relating to the definition of20

‘‘cable system’’ by striking out ‘‘wires, cables’’ and insert-21

ing in lieu thereof ‘‘wires, microwave cables, terrestrially22

based transmission paths,’’.23
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
